INSTRUCTIONS    FOR    REGISTRATION. 

N.  B.  Effective  registration  is  possible  only  as  these  in- 
structions are  strictly  observed. 

1.  All  men  students  must  register  first  at  the  Commandant's 
Office,  "B"  building;  all  women  students  must  register  first 
with  the  Dean  of  Women  and  with  the  Instructor  in  Physical 
Training  for  Women  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 


2.  Each  student  will,  as  far  as  possible,  make  out  fully  and 
accurately  his  own  schedule.  Sufficient  material  for  this  pur- 
pose is  provided  in  the  Administration  Building— the  Alumni 
Memorial  Hall.  Each  new  student  will  fill  out  the  proper  appli- 
cation blank  and  submit  the  necessary  credentials. 

3.  The  student  will  be  careful  to  schedule  his  subjects  in 
the  following  order: 

1st.    Entrance  conditions,  if  any. 

2nd.    Back  subjects  and  deficiencies  of  a  former  session. 
3rd.    The  prerequisites  for  subjects  to  be  taken  later. 
4th.    The  required  subjects  in  the  group  requirements, 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  Teachers  College. 
5th.    Major  and  minor  electives. 

4.  Students  who  intend  to  take  deficiency  examinations 
must  obtain  the  registration  card  from  the  Registrar's  office, 
pay  their  fees  to  the  Treasurer,  before  the  scheduled  time  of  the 
examinations.  Their  final  schedules  will  be  completed  only  after 
the  results  of  the  examinations  have  been  properly  entered  on 
the  registration  card. 

5.  After  a  student's  schedule  is  approved  by  a  member  of 
the  Classification  Committee,  the  student  must  obtain  the  proper 
registration  card  from  the  Registrar's  office.  This  card  must 
be  presented  to  and  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  to  whom  all  of  the 
University  fees  and  charges  must  be  paid  in  advance,  before  the 
student  takes  the  card  to  the  professors  in  charge  of  the  subjects 
scheduled  for  signature  and  enrollment. 

6.  After  the  registration  card  has  been  fully  signed,  in- 
cluding the  signature  of  the  Commandant  of  Cadets,  for  all  men 
students,  and  that  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  for  all  women  stu- 
dents, this  card,  together  with  the  individual  schedule  card,  filled 
out  completely  on  both  sides  by  "the  student,  must  be  returned 
to  the  Registrar's  office  within  48  hours  from  the  date  of  the 
registration  card. 

7.  Changes  of  or  in  the  course  on  the  registration  card  as 
filed  in  th<'  Registrar's  office  may  be  made  only  during  the  first 
we.  k  of  a  term  and  only  by  written  petition  on  a  petition  card. 
The  fee  for  any  change  of  any  kind  after  ten  days  from  the  date 
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of  the  registration  eard  is  $1.00  for  each  time  such  change  is 
made. 

8.  The  student  is  responsible  for  the  completeness  and  ac- 
curacy of  his  schedule  and  for  the  proper  filling  out  of  his  in- 
dividual schedule  card  filed  in  the  Registrar's  office.  A  new 
schedule  card  must  be  made  out  by  the  student  and  filed  in  the 
Registrar's  office  each  time  a  change  in  or  of  his  course  is  made.

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IMPORTANT  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

When  a  student  presents  his  registration  card  to  a  professor, 
tlit-  professor  will  report  him  absent  from  every  meeting  of  the 
class  since  the  date  of  the  card. 

Professors  will  report  in  writing  at  the  end  of  each  day  all 
absences  of  students,  whether  excused  or  unexcused.  Report  the 
absences  of  men  students  to  the  Commandant  of  Cadets,  those 
of  women  students  to  the  Dean  of  Women. 

A  student  who  overstays  his  leave  of  absence,  or  is  absent 
from  the  University,  will  not  be  continued  on  the  rolls  longer 
than  one  week,  unless  satisfactory  explanation  is  given  within 
that  time. 

Profesors  shall  not  excuse  students  from  attendance  upon 
classes. 

A  professor  shall  not  admit  a  student  as  a  member  of  his 
class  unless  the  student  has  been  duly  registered  and  presents 
the  Treasurer's  receipt  showing  that  proper  deposits  have  been 
made  with  the  Treasurer. 

Any  student  against  whom  there  are  deficiencies  at  the 
University  shall  be  required  to  pass  his  examinations  at  the 
University  in  order  to  remove  said  deficiencies. 

A  mark  of  less  than  75  on  a  final  term  examination  shall 
cause  the  student  to  be  classed  as  deficient  in  that  subject.  In 
such  cases  a  high  class  mark  shall  not  raise  the  final  term  mark 
to  75. 

A  student  who  fails  to  pass  as  much  as  six  hours  of  work 
or  to  make  an  average  of  70  per  cent  (hour  basis)  at  the  end  of 
the  fall  or  winter  term,  will  be  dropped  from  the  University  for 
the  rest  of  the  session.  Such  failures  at  the  end  of  the  spring 
term  bars  from  the  summer  session  immediately  following. 

The  pass  mark  is  75.  A  failure  with  a  mark  between  50  and 
75  may  be  removed  by  passing  the  deficiency  examination  at  the 
proper  time.  A  mark  below  50  cannot  be  made  up  by  examina- 
tion. 

A  senior  who  fails  at  the  fall  or  winter  term  finals  may  have 
a  second  examination  and  not  more  than  a  second  examination 
during  the  spring  term  finals  at  the  close  of  the  session,  if  a

candidate  for  a  degree  that  session.  On  spring  term  final  failures 
no  second  examination  will  be  given. 

In  no  ease  will  a  student  be  graduated  from  this  University 
who  has  not  done  in  residence  at  the  University  the  work  of 
one  full  scholastic  year. 

No  degrees  or  certificates  will  be  conferred  upon  a  student 
who  is  in  arrears  for  any  University  dues,  nor  will  such  student's 
academic  record  be  available  for  or  by  him  until  such  dues  are 
paid  in  full. 

The  Master's  and  Bachelor's  degrees  shall  not  be  conferred 
on  any  one  student  in  the  same  year. 

Juniors  and  seniors  in  72  hour  curricula  may  take,  exclu- 
sive of  military  science  and  drill,  or  physical  training,  18  hours  a 
week  as  a  maximum;  in  75  hour  curricula,  the  maximum,  ex- 
clusive of  military  science  and  drill,  or  physical  training,  is  19 
hours  a  week  for  juniors  and  seniors.  In  like  manner,  freshmen 
and  sophomores  in  72  hour  curricula  may  take  19  hours,  in  75 
hour  curricula,  20  hours. 

Two  hours  of  laboratory  work  are  considered  equivalent  to 
one  hour  of  regular  class  work. 

Every  professor  and  instructor  must  write  on  the  grade 
cards  at  the  end  of  each  month  and  of  each  term  the  standing 
of  each  student  under  his  instruction  indicated  by  per  cent 
grades.  The  number  of  absences  of  each  student  under  his 
instruction  shall  be  written  on  said  grade  cards  for  each  month 
and  each  term.  These  reports  properly  and  fully  made  out  are 
all  due  in  the  Registrar's  office  within  72  hours  after  the  close 
of  the  periods  whose  records  they  give;  the  grade  cards,  how- 
ever, at  the  close  of  the  spring  term  are  due  not  later  than  48 
hours  after  the  close  of  the  periods  whose  records  they  give; 
except  that  the  grade  cards  for  the  last  day  of  the  official  spring 
term  finals  are  due  in  the  Registrar's  office  the  following  day. 

Three  terms  of  work  in  Home  Economics  are  required  for 
graduation  of  all  women  students,  except  those  in  the  Law 
School. 

During  the  first  and  second  years  military  drill  and  military 
science  are  required  of  all  male  students  who  are  not  excused 
by  proper  authority. 
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CREDIT  FOR  WORLD  WAR  SERVICE. 

After  the  session  1922- '23  the  credit  (elective)  hitherto  al- 
lowed for  World  War  service  toward  a  degree  will  be  discon- 
tinued.   Entrance  credit,  however,  for  such  service  is  allowable. 

CREDIT  FOR  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES. 

Degree  credit  through  correspondence  courses  is  limited  to 
certificates  from  duly  accredited  colleges  (universities)  provided 
with  a  well  established  and  fully  organized  Department  of  Cor- 
respondence Courses. 

DEGREE  CREDIT  IN  ELECTIVES. 

Unless  otherwise  specified  in  fixed  courses,  the  completion 
of  at  least  three  terms'  work  in  basic  or  first  year  courses,  sub- 
jects, or  departments  is  required  for  degree  credit  in  electives. 
These  courses,  or  terms,  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  such  as  con- 
stitute a  sequence  through  first,  second,  and  third  terms  of  the 
regular  session  or  successive  summer  sessions. 

LAW  SCHOOL. 
Degrees. 

Academic  degrees:  After  the  close  of  the  junior  year,  a 
student  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  may,  if  all  prescribed 
work  is  completed,  substitute  for  an  equal  number  of  hours  in 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  the  full  first  year's  work  in  the 
Law  School  as  a  part  of  his  elective  work  and  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  this  course,  together  with  sufficient  other  electives,  become 
eligible  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences.  In  this  way  the  academic  and  professional  work  may 
be  completed  in  six  years. 

Professional  Law  degree :  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws 
(LL.  B.)  will  be  conferred  upon  a  student  who  has  completed 
satisfactorily  the  three-year  course  described  in  the  annual  cata- 
logue. To  obtain  this  degree  it  is  necessary  to  have  met  the  full 
entrance  requirements  and  to  have  completed  forty  session 
(year)  hours  of  law  work  distributed  over  nine  terms  of  law- 
school  residence,  of  which  at  least  twelve  session  hours,  or  the 
work  of  three  terms,  must  have  been  at  this  school. 

Note:  For  the  three-year  course  in  Law,  see  the  subject, 
"Law,"  in  the  alphabetical  list,  or  table,  of  subjects  in  this 
handbook. 
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ADMISSION  TO  THE   UNIVERSITY. 

Age  requirement :  For  admisison  to  regular  academic  courses 
the  applicant  must  be  16  years  of  age,  to  the  law  school  18  years 
of  age;  as  a  special  student,  academic  department,  20  years  of 
age.    No  special  student  is  received  into  the  law  school. 

Academic  requirements :  For  unconditional  admission  to  the 
Freshman  class,  graduation  from  a  four  year  approved  high 
school,  or  preparation  fully  the  equivalent,  is  required ;  for  con- 
ditioned admission  to  the  Freshman  class,  the  applicant  must 
owe  for  graduation  from  a  four  year  approved  high  school  not 
more  than  one  unit.  Beginning  with  the  session  1923-  '24,  the 
full  sixteen  units  will  be  required  to  enter  the  Freshman  class. 

Specific  subject  requirements  for  admission :  For  admission 
to  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Teachers  College,  College 
of  Engineering,  and  Audubon  Sugar  School,  the  applicant  must 
offer  sixteen  units  as  follows :

For  admission  to  the  Law  School,  the  applicant  must  offer 
one  year  of  college  work  (after  1922-23,  two  years  of  college 
work)  in  addition  to  the  sixteen  units  as  is  required  to  entef 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Two  units  in  one  foreign  language  are  required  for  admis- 
sion to  all  departments  of  the  University,  except  the  College  of 
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Agriculture  and  the  Smith-Hughes  Teacher  Training  Course. 
One  unit  in  a  foreign  language  is  not  credited  unless  the  study 
of  this  Language  is  continued  after  admission  to  make  up  the 
additional  unit. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 

An  applicant  who  enters  without  examination,  certificate, 
or  diploma,  may  be  admitted  as  a  "special"  student  upon  the 
following  conditions:  He  must  be  over  the  legal  high  school 
age;  he  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  prepared  to 
do  the  work  of  the  classes  in  which  he  desires  to  register.  As 
a  general  rule,  no  one  under  20  years  of  age  will  be  admitted  as 
a  "special"  student.  A  "special"  student  may  become  an 
"irregular"  student  by  satisfying  the  minimum  requirements 
and  may  become  a  "regular"  student  by  satisfying  the  full 
admission  requirements  and  entering  npon  a  regular  course  of 
study. 

No  "special"  student  will  be  received  into  the  Law  School. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  of  applicants  for  admission  and  of  students 
who  have  deficiencies  to  make  up  will  be  held  on  the  first  four 
days  of  the  session ;  and  any  such  deficiency  must  be  made  up 
then,  or  the  student  must  take  the  deficiency  study  again  in 
class,  unless  permitted  by  the  faculty  to  substitute  another  sub- 
ject. Deficiencies  in  the  studies  prescribed  in  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  and  the  Teachers  College  must  be  made  up; 
for  these  no  substitutes  are  permitted.  If  a  former  student  who 
has  any  deficient  study  behind  him  returns  after  the  regular 
opening,  he  must  make  good  such  deficiency  in  the  first  two  days 
after  his  return  to  take  the  deficiency  study  again  in  class.  De- 
ficiency examinations  are  not  permitted  unless  the  student  has 
been  in  attendance  more  than  half  the  term. 

REPORTS. 

Reports  are  sent  as  follows:  (a)  Term  reports  for  all 
students,  (b)  Monthly  reports  for  any  student  upon  request  of 
parents  or  guardian,  (c)  Reports  for  all  Freshmen  at  the  end  of 
the  first  month  of  each  term,  (d)  Monthly  reports  for  all  stu- 
dents failing  in  three  or  more  subjects. 
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COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES. 

GROUP  REQUIREMENTS  AND  ELECTIVES. 

The  following  regulations  are  prescribed  as  to  the  division 
of  time: 

1.  Of  each  candidate  for  the  degree  of  B.  A.,  72  hours  are 
required  for  graduation,  an  hour  being  one  hour's  class  work  per 
week  or  its  equivalent  for  thirty-six  weeks.  In  each  group  a 
minimum  of  12  hours'  work  is  required.  The  rest  is  elective  work, 
all  of  which  may  be  done  in  one  group  or  distributed  among  the 
groups.  Military  Science  and  Drill  may  be  included  among  the 
electives. 

The  prescribed  work  and  all  minimum  requirements  should 
be  taken  before  electives  are  chosen.  The  choice  of  electives  is 
subject  to  departmental  regulations,  to  the  schedule,  and  to  the 
direction  of  the  student's  adviser. 

2.  The  following  courses  in  each  group  must  form  part  of 
the  prescribed  36  hours  of  work  required  of  all  candidates  for 
the  degree  of  B.  A.
